HOGS  AND  PIGS  ON  FARMS  UP  4  PERCENT 


Hogs  and  pigs  on  farms  in  the  10  Corn  Belt  States  on  March  1,  1969,  were 
up  4  percent  from  a  year  earlier,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  An 
estimated  41.3  million  head  were  on  farms  March  1,  1969  compared  with  39.  8 
million  a  year  earlier.    The  10  States  included  in  this  report  are  Ohio,  Indiana, 
Illinois,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  Iowa,  Missouri,  South  Dakota,  Nebraska  and 
Kansas , 


The  December-February  1969  pig  crop  is  estimated  at  13,440,000,  up  3 
percent  from  the  same  period  a  year  earlier.    Sows  farrowing  during  this 
period  totaled  1,860,  000  compared  with  1,  789,  000  in  the  year  earlier  period. 

Hog  producers  in  the  10  States  reported  intentions  to  farrow  5  percent  more 
sows  during  March-May  1969  and  6  percent  more  during  June-August  1969  com- 
pared with  the  same  periods  a  year  earlier. 

MARCH  1  INVENTORY 


More  hogs  and  pigs  were  on  farms  March  1  in  each  of  the  10  States  except 
Illinois  where  the  estimate  is  2  percent  less  than  March  1,   1968.    Kansas  was 
up  1 1  percent  from  a  year  earlier;  South  Dakota,  10  percent;  Ohio  and  Nebraska, 
each  up  7  percent;  Missouri,  5  percent;  Minnesota  and  Iowa,  each,  4  percent; 
Indiana,  2  percent;  and  Wisconsin,  1  percent. 

Market  hogs  in  the  1  0  States  were  estimated  at  33,  815,  000  head,  an  in- 
crease of  4  percent  from  a  year  earlier.    By  weight  groups,  the  estimated 
nximber  and  changes  from  a  year  earlier  are  as  follows:    Under  60  poxonds, 
12,480,000,  up  535,000;  60- 1 1 9  pounds ,  7,289,000,  up  259, 000;  120-179 
pounds,  8,276,000,  up  236, 000;  180-219  pounds,  4,733,000,  up  183,000; 
and  220  po\inds  and  over  1,  037,000,  up  81,000.    Hogs  and  pigs  kept  for  breed- 
ing   totaled  7,439,  000,  up  2  percent  from  March  1,  1968. 
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DECEMBER-FEBRUARY  PIG  CROP 


More  sows  farrowed  during  December-February  this  year  in  all 
of  the  10  States,  except  Indiana  and  Wisconsin.    Increases  were  largest  in 
the  Western  Corn  Belt  States  with  Nebraska,  Kansas  and  South  Dakota 
showing  increases  of  8,   10,  and  16  percent,  respectively.    Indiana  farrow- 
ings  were  down  2  percent  and  Wisconsin  was  unchanged  from  last  year.  The 
average  number  of  pigs  per  litter  for  this  period  is  estimated  at  7.23  com- 
pared with  7.28  a  year  earlier.    Severe  winter  weather  and  disease  problems 
were  frequently  mentioned  by  farmers  as  adversely  affecting  litter  size,  par- 
ticularly in  Central  and  Northwestern  Corn  Belt  States. 

MARCH-MAY  FARROWING  INTENTIONS 

Farmers  in  all  States,  except  Wisconsin,  South  Dakota  and  Nebraska, 
reported  intentions  to  farrow  more  sows  in  the  March-May  period  than  a  year 
earlier.    Increases  ranged  from  4  to  6  percent  in  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois, 
Minnesota,  Missouri  and  Kansas.    Iowa  showed  an  8  percent  increase.  South 
Dakota  and  Nebraska  reported  the  same  number  as  a  year  earlier  while  Wis- 
consin recorded  a  3  percent  decrease. 

JUNE-AUGUST  FARROWING  INTENTIONS 

For  the  June-August  quarter,  only  Wisconsin  shows  a  decline  in 
expected  farrowings  from  a  year  earlier.  Increases  in  other  States  range 
from  2  percent  in  Nebraska  to  11  percent  in  Iowa.
